risher, which states that the evening 
hefori! Davis was murdered, he

convince Phil Thomson of it in a live 
minutes talk." Fislitr told hint he 
thought It was duo Mrs. Thompson 
that be ahonid talk with Phil.

Mrs. Thompson eeiiilies that it is 
all a fabrication of .lessie liiiekiier to 
.-e|iiii'ate herself and hiisliaiid and 
Waller Davis and w ife ; llial Walter 
Davis never told her there was any 
wiei k on the road ; that they asked 
liim lo eall and ^'o to tlie theater 
with them : and they were not drunk, 
either of llieiii. and they could not 
eet 111 .Mix riuckni r's ro mi H l.i-ii 
they returned from the theater; that 
Walter Davis was killed an iiinoeeiil 
man ; that she will swear until her 
ileath that lie was a perfect gentle- 
man, and devoted to her husband 
and self, aud that he spent time and 
money In electioneering for liim, and 
that his seat in congress to-day is due 
to the Davises' inflnouco and their 
money. 

Mrs. Davit concludes as follows : 
Thlt ia the whole story. It it pot- 
aible tliat a gentleman cannot with 
propriety invito a tady to hit room 
on a cold night, when no other fire it 
convenient, and when the it barred 
admiitidn to]Hitt Bndcner't room? 
It It neoestary to kill a man, and 
heap dander and uportions on hit 
name when the bullet hat forever 
sealed his lips and the only living 
witness is siippi-essed by the judge 
who presided at tho trial ? ' If this Is 
so and Kentuckiant look on with ap- 
proval, then indeed is 'justice fled to 
brutish boasts, and men have lost 
their raaaon."

Ton years have come and gone 
sinco our parting— ycors that had 
wrought groat changes in tho lot and 
siirroiindiugs of each of us.

I tried to pic- 
ture to myself the changes that ten 
years had wroiighl in her; lint, in 
s|iile of every ellort, a sweet mild face 
w itii its mild blue eyes, little ruliy 
lips, and snow-white brow, over 
whicli many a guidon curl had found 
its way, came before mo and dispers- 
ed all other visions. 

Yes ten years hod wrought many 
changes. My parents had died, the 
old liomettead hod boon sold, and I

The ease just dei i- 
il, d In Secretary Teller is upon llie 
applicatioii of thi! t'eiitral I'acilie 
railway for initeiils to certain lands 
belonging lo the original grant, l)ut 
forfeited by the failuie of liie compa- 
nv lo coniplelo its line witliin tlie 
time speciticd. lnasimihirca.se the 
Supreme court decided that the pro- 
visions for the coiiiplelion of the road 
witliin a certain time was a condi- 
tion subseipient ; that altlioogli the 
time for building tlie load had ex- 
pired, the grant lemained nnim- 
paircd, and the laud did not and 
could not revert witliout the iiilor- 
vontlon of legislative or juilieial ac- 
tion, and without such action no ef- 
fect whatever conid be given to the 
forfeiture clause. The Secretary 
says that. In tlew of this decision, 
which wot made more than eight 
yeart ago, and hat often been reaf- 
firmed, and to the forther foot that 
altiiongh tho atteaiion of Cougrets 
has been repeatedly called to the 
efllsctofthe decision and no action 
hat been taken by that body.

In this connection tho atatementt 
of Mr. Geo, Julien In a recent article 
in the North American Bevlcw have 
now interest, even If not now refer- 
red to for the first time. Tho Infiu- 
ences which Mr. .lullon refers to in 
the government land office are still 
more potent in Congress, where the 
power of the people ought to be felt 
and their rights protected. It was in 
18.50, for tlie coiislriii iioii of the Illi- 
nois Central railway, that the lirst 
grants of public lands were made. So 
loose was legislation, so grasping; Ihi! 
demands I, niic projri tor-. of the va- 
rious lines, that in some instances the 
ants were given with no latei'al 
limits. This waste of pnlilie |ii'oper- 
ty hecame .so extensive that at last 
the iieople were alarmed, and ahont 
eleven years ago a li:ill was called, 
hut it was not until mon. tliiiii 2(Ki,- 
0',)(),(H)U ai'i'cs of llie people's piilrimo- 
ny had been a|ipi'o]iri;ite(l— an urea 
as large as that of Hie tliirieen origi- 
nal states. Since these rights were 
given by the nation, of course there 
no use ill dispniing these claims, 
Init it would he interesting to note 
by wliat means the railroads have 
h.'eii upheld in many cases in litiga- 
tion Willi jirivute parties as to the 
ownership of lands to which tlie rail- 
roads had no possiliic claim. In 
some special eases it seems evident 
that the decisions of the Supreme 
court have been overridden by tho 
railroad companies. The simple 
priutiiig of certified lista hu beeu 
I'uiisidored equivalent to patent% and 
that in this way coMpanios have had 
awarded to them an Illegal excess of 
indemnity lands aroonntlng to more 
than 10^,000 acres or enough to 
iiiake42iO0O fermt of lOd acres." 

These lands might have been open 
to settten at government prices. In- 
stead of becoming tho spoil of corpo- 
rate monopolies and sold at rates im- 
posed by themselves. In such litiga- 
tion at may arise, as fer as private 
person Is concerned, every presump- 
tion Is against him and no mistakes 
are ever ma(Ie in his favor. In Ibe 
endeavor 'to correctly define lands 
claimed by rallfoads, awaiting scttio- 
ineut under various acts of Congress, 
Mr. Julian ostiiuates that there are 
to-day not less than 100,000,000 aei-es 
withdrawn. Itnt t!ie wiirst exam- 
ples of llicse grants are the ea.scs 
where lailroads hold l:iiid» wliei'c 
lin 's have never been built at all. 
The Coosa and Cliattaiioogo railroad 
had hind giants whicli cxpii'ed in 
Isli;. .VII the pnlilic lands along this 
pi'iiposeii line, ill odd sections thirty 
miles ill uidlh, have slill been re- 
served since Is'iS. Xo portion of a 
road called the rcnsaeola and (ieor- 
gia railroad has bi'en built, slill the 
hind along the wliole length of the 
conleinpluted road for twelve miles 
ill width was withdrawn from the 
public in 1857. and remains so to- 
day. Tlie St. Louis and Iron Mount- 
ain railroad had a grant made iu 
1869, but tho road abandoned the 
proposed lino for another location, 
and still the reservation for twenty 
miles on each side of the Hue, as orig- 
inally proposed. Is hold. Innumera- 
ble other cases, all of the same char- 
acter might be presented. These 11- 
Inttntlomi of the management of 
rallroada by the land department are 
InfkotiUuttratiopi of tho manage- 
ment of the land departmeflP by the 
railroads/ Already the railroads are 
practically stronger than the govern- 
ment. Acts of Congress are over- 
ridden aud all attempts to bring them 
to terms, as in the case of the Union ' 
I'acilie, are met With counter move- 
ment, subterftigo and almost open 
dollaiicc.

These were two 
men named Price and llnrin, alsu 
patienta in the Asylum. This con- 
vinced the phyNli'laiis that the disease 
was smallpox without doubt and 
precautions were at once taken to 
prevent Its spread. A peat house has 
been built and the sinall|iox patients 
have been taken to it and are treated 
by one of tbe doctors who does not 
go into the wards at alL On last 
Saturday a fourth case, a man named 
Anderson, waa developed in a difhr- 
ent ward, and (ters are enteriained 
that the disease will spread. So Ikf 
only oae hu died and three other ca- 
ses are now under treatment. The 
Aaylom Is qnaraiitiMd and eveiy 
precaution will be made to check the 
spread of the epidemic. To those 
unacquainted with the foots it may 
be necessary to state thaijthe Asylum 
Is two miles (h>m the city^ and there 
Is no ii:iiiL'. r whatever In ooming 
to llopkinsvillc.

His 
trial will probably result in an ac- 
quittal.

Whatev- 
er iiicliiiatidU he may have toward 
ttrecn pastures, there is no cliancc 
for him to jump the tciiec His mill 
Iiiusl «rilid : it niiisl trrind every day 
and every hour, and lie iiiiisl fur- 
nish the grist. AVhcii he stops the 
mill stops, and a stojipage of the mill 
meaUH Btarvation. Men who arc not 
initiated ill the mysteries of the edi- 
itor's degree of the order of the black 
art, may think it would be Ton and a

He is tlie little, loiif,' shadow 
of somebody else— the mere medium 
foran oplnloir of some person who 
pays. He may appear to own his 
paper, but his paper owns him. His 
aubscribers own him, his advcitie- 
ert own him, bis tViends own him, 
his party owns him and he is the 
veriest slave on earth. An employed 
udltorlsin a worse condition than 
the editor who tlilnks he owns the 
paiicr, for the hireling is owned by 
the slave wh«is owned by the paper.
